That is, what earthly good does it do for you to talk 
about student government — its flaws and discrepencies 
— over that fourth cup of coffee in the Student Union? 

If you feel, for instance, that the Executive Board is 
being lavish with your money with little or no provocation, 
say something. Don’t say it to the guy who sits next to you 
in health class — unless he happens to be someone in a 
position to do something to effect a change for your bene- 
fit. What good does criticism do unless it reaches the source 
of your grievances? 

The problem of communication between the leaders 
of an organized body is a well-recognized one.
